THE WHEAT UKASE 18 TO COME SOON. 


In a Few Days the Russian Empire Will 
Prohibit the Exportation of All Grains. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Sr. Pererssure, Nov. 20.—An edict is about 
to be issued by the Czar forbidding the export 
of wheat, and as a result there has been a con- 
siderable fall in the value of the ruble during 
the last few days. The export of horses to 
Austria and Germany is also expected to be 
prohibited by ukase shortly. The minority 
report of the Committee on the Jewish Ques- 
tion, which has been presented for the con- 
sideration of the Council of the Empire, will, 
if confirmed, mean the imposition of further 
restrictions upon members of that race.

Treasury Officials Demand an Explanation 
from Mr. Goebel.

The 

coal dealer is fairly at his wits’ ends trying to 

care for the various large industrial and other 

interests requiring coal for their operation. 
The Present Production, 

“ The production of coal is nowgreater than 
ever before in the history of the country, but 
great as it is the demand is much in excees of 
the output and of the means of transporting it 
to market. The causes of this condition of 
things are numerous and complex. The gen- 
eral scarcity of coal affects most of the North- 
wést, but in our local market this is greatly 
intensified by the strike in the coal regions of 
Indiana. A vast quantity of this coal is sold 
in Chicago. The late sudden strike in the ex- 
tensive coal- producing region of Brazil, Ind., 
shuts out the shipment of that coal from this 
market and forces those who have been using 
to purchase Illinois and other coal in its 
stead. 

“In Ohio and Western Pennsylvania there 
is now a home market for nearly all that can 
be produced in those sections, and little of 
this Eastern coal can be spared at present for 
the West. The failure of gas, or its greatly 
diminished supply, in Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
and Indiana has forced its abandonment by 
manufacturers in Pittsburg and in fact 
almost évery place in Penjsylvania; and in 
such places in Ohio. as Dayton, Columbus, 

| 8 and al- 


gus amounts to a vast tonnage. The stocks 
of coal in Cincinnati laid in last spring and 
summer from shipments down the Ohio and 
Kanawha Rivers from Pennsylrania and 
West Virginia are about depleted and that 
city has not now a week’s suvoply ahead. 
The Ohio River has been low for months, 
and no coal has been or can be floated down 
its stream to Cincinnati, Louisville, and other 
plades getting their supply in this way. The 
railroads everywhere are taxed to their utmost 
limit in moving the crops of the country and 
other merchandise required for general use. 
A Scarcity of Miners. 

“This vast traffic requires vast quantities 
of coal for locomotive: purposes. Cars for 
the transportation of coal are insufficient, 
and, as a consequence, almost every colliery 
in the country is unable to get the full com- 
plement of cars required to keep it in full 
operation or that will enable its operators to 
take care of the orders pourmg in upon them. 
There is in most places also a scarcity of 
miners. During the last two or three years 
comparatively few miners have come here from 
Great Britain orfrom the Continent of Europe. 
In England, Scotland, and Wales during the 
period I have named the hours of labor have 
been reduced and rates of wages have been 
greatly increased. As a consequence the in- 
ducements offered to miners to immigrate to 
this country are not what they used to be and 
the supply of skilled miners from abroad has 
of late grown less for the coalfields of this 
country. 

“There are other causes not necessary to 
particularize operating upon the coal situa- 
tion and upon the coal-mining industry affect- 
ing the supply and demand. I can add, how- 
ever, that the prosperous condition of the 
country causes an increased consumption of 
coal as well as of other commodities for do- 
mestic and other uses. Suffice it to say, 
bituminous coal is now wanted, and wanted 
badly, and especially so in Chicago. So far, 
while the wholesale prices have stiffened and 
have undergone advances in various quarters, 
there has been no disposition to increase the 
retail rates in the Chicago market.” 

The coal famine along the Chicago River is 
now over. It is no longer necessary for boats 
to go to Milwaukee for coal. 


Pittaburg to Relieve the Coal Famine. 

Prrresure, Pa., Nov. 20.—There are fair 
prospects of a relief of the coal famine in the 
South and West by the shipment of coal from 
this city. The rivers, which have been too 
low for boating purposes for several months, 
are rising and an effort will be made to send 
out enough coal to relieve the present wants 
of the South at least. The towboat Seven Sons 
started with six barges this morning for East 
Liverpool, O., and others will get out if there 
is a rise of one or two feet more. The stage 
at noon was7 feet 1 inch. The harbor is 
blocked with coal barges and fully 15,000,000 
bushels are awaiting a boating stage of water.

The reason they assign for Brockman’s course 
is that doubtless he wants the grain received 
at the elevator shipped to St. Louis, so that he 
may have the handling of it and receive a 
commission for it, whereas the grain has been 
shipped to Chicago or other Eastern points. 

A large business has been done by the com. 
pany and has been accompanied with profits 
of two or three cents a bushel. Last Satur- 
day the elevator had in its yards more than 
eighty cars of grain.

BALMACEDA’S LAST BATTLE. 


Officers of the San Francisco Tell the Story 
of the Fight Around Valparaiso, 

Saw Francisco, Cal., Nov. 20.—Au officer 
of the cruises San Francisco, speaking of the 
battle preceding the capture of Valparaiso, 
Aug. 24, said: 

Toward the end Generals Barbosa and Alcerreca 
occupied the knoll with a few of their troops, in- 
cluding a field battery ot two pieces.

DR. SALMON TALKS OF LUMPY-JAW. 


He Says the Government. Will Investigate 
Thoroughly—Other Views. 

Dr. Salmon, Chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, in discussing the lumpy-jaw suit of 
J. B. Greenhut against the Illinois Live-Stock 
Commission yesterday said: 

Ahe policy of the government is to con- 
demn cattle unfit for food. We employ ex- 
pert inspectors and they will continue that 
policy. At the same time we shal! not con- 
demn cattle for sentimental reasons alone. I 
am not certain as to the date, but I believe 
that before the present rules were established in 
Chicago lumpy: jawed cattle were sold here on 
the open market at a value according to the 
fat and flesh they carried. Chicago is not the 
only place where the rules are now in force. 
In Kansas City, and, I believe, in Omaha, 
they are quite as severe. I cannot say posi- 
tively that I have ever known of lumpy-jawed 
cattle communicating the disease, if such it 
is, to other cattle or to human beings. In 
fact, 1 do not believe that in i- 
self lumpy-jaw — or actinomycosis 
it is technically known—could 
directly com municated * to others 
or to human beinge who ate the meat. Atthe 
same time disease might be communicated in- 
directly. The disease may not be constitu- 
tional and that identical disease may not be 
given to eaters of the meat, but it may cause 
digestive derangement and other general 
troubles. In many European countries the 
people eat all such meat and almost nothing 
is condemned. In America the question has 
been one largely of cleanliness and decency. 

I do not know the exact number of cattle 
condemned daily in Chicago, but I have seen 
fifteen or twenty. I cannot say what loss is 
thus caused the cattle-raisers west of Chicago 
who seek this city as a market. I do not 
imagine that ee fifteen or twenty a 
day would injure the trade to any great extent. 
To my mind the loss cannot equal the harm 
that would result if the public were to know 
that cattle supposed to be diseased were sold 
without any restrictions. The difficulty is 
that the dispute has brought the disputants 
into two rival camps, each of which has gone 
to the extreme. or the present a middle 
course is best. The Department of Animal In- 
dustry has taken the matter up and will make 
a thorouglr investigation.”’ 

T. W. Harvey, Treasurer of the National 
Short-Horn Association, ex President and 
present Chairman of the Executive committee 
of the Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
of America, said: Any one who knows any 
thing at all about cattle knows that the stand 
taken by the ‘authorities is rank nonsense. 
There is no more danger of contagion from 
lumpy-jawed cattle than there is from a man 
with a swollen jaw caused by the toothache.”

FLURRY OVER A CORNER STORY. 


November Corn Jumps Nearly Six Cents on 
the Strength of a Doubtful Report. 

A rather remarkable flurry in November 
corn attracted considerable attention on 
Change yesterday, and while the excitement 
was intense for a while matters quieted down 
before the séssion closed. The trouble was 
caused by a story to the effect that Bartlett. 
Frazier & Co. had completed arrangements to 
run an artistic little cornef in corn for this 
month’s delivery and that as a preliminary 
they had got long 1,500,000 bushels and per- 
fected their plans to take care of whatever 
cash corn might turn up. 

The short iaterest in the market according 
to this story was something less than 5,000,000 
bushels, and as there are only 300,000 bushels 
of contract corn in store in Chicago it really 
looked as if, proyided the story was true, there 
would be some difficulty in filling all these 
contracts. There were some brilliant touches 
to the story in the shape of references to the 
Cudahy corner of two years ago, when on the 
last day of the month of November corn ad- 
vanced thirty cents a bushel. There were 
some other details likely to scare a timid 
short out of a year’s growth. 

The closing price for November Thursday 
afternoon was 53 cents. It opened yeste 
morning at 5444 cents. and as the shorts fe 
over each other to in their lines prices ad- 
vanved quickly to 60 cents, but finally fell off 
to 57 cents, and closed at 58 cents. 

The trade is much divided in its opinion as 
to the correctness of the story which caused 
all the trouble. Many well-posted members 
insist thatthe entire rtage for November is 
less than 500,000 bushels, and that Bartlett, 
Frazier & Co. certainly have less than 250,000 
bushels long for this month. The principal 
shorts ap to be outsiders, who covered 
through their brokers, while the sellers on the 
advance Were led by Arthur Orr and Andrews. 
Both sold freely all the way up, Orr’s sales 
according to the gossips exceeding a quarter 
of a million bushels. 


WILL THEY STAND THE COLD WEATHER? 


How Will the Winter Affect the Tall Steel 
Butidings of Chicago? 

The agitation in regard to high buildings of 
steel construction is daily developing new 
phases in the question. The capricious 
changes in temperature commonin Chicago 
and their effect on steel construction is an 
element in the discussion which is naturally 
suggested by the conditions of the weather 
during the last few days. It would naturally 
be supposed that the contraction caused by a 
cold snap and the rapid expansion induced by 
warm weather following would be injurious 
to unprotected iron and steel framework. The 
buildings which have been faced With brick or 
terra cotta are protected against moderate 
changes in temperature, The Unity 
Block, the Woman's Temple. the 
Masonic Temple, and the Monad- 
nock have reached such a_i stage 
that the recent cold wave would nut cause any 
perceptible contracticu of the iron frames, 
It would seem, however, that the unprotected 
frames of the Cook County Abstract and 
Trust Building, the Ashland Block, the Vene- 
tian Building, and the German Theater would 
respond to the rapid chan In the Ab- 
stract and Trust and Venetian Buildings es- 

ially the framework extending up fora 
alf dozen stories into the air would appear 
to invite an attack. 

The variation of from forty to fifty degrees 
within a few hours did not occasion the build- 
ers in charge of the various iron and steel 
frame structures any particular anxiety. 

“The change e did not cause 
any dam and did not stop work at any 
time, said the foreman in charge of const ruc- 
tion of the Abstract and Trust Building on 
Washington street. “Ofcourse the structure 
must contract and expand, but in so slight a 
degree that it is imperceptible. The numer- 
ous joints and the natural elasticity of the 
buildmg matefials wül provide for any 
changes in temperature.

The sudden application of extreme heat or 
cold to one part of the building might cause a 
deflection which would prove dangerous.
